China and ‘foreign Powers and those subsisting between foreign 
Powers themselves. He added that they gave the Japanese such - 
® privileged position indeed that no ‘equal cpportunity would be 
possible. . 

It is stated from Washington that other Powers represemted, 
excepting Japan, would also favour substantial modification of the 
Treaty, but could not see their way to calling in question the sanctity of 
engagements entered into by two sovereign Powers. It is expected 
that the question will be debated at the next meeting of the Far 
Eastern Committee, Meanwhile, the report of the British delegation. 
which unofficially opined that tht twenty-one demands did not 
concern the present Conference, evoked a veiled threat in the ahape 
of a letter to Mr. Balfour and Lord Lee from the Chinese educa- 
tional and commercial organisations, saying they would feel ex- 
tremely sorry. if anything should happen that might be interpreted 
as British support of Japanese aggression in Chiga.

Survivals from Old Animal 

: Groups. : 

At « meeting or the Royal 
Asiatic Society (North China 
Branch), at Shanghai, Mr. A.de 
C. Sowerby, F ZS. F.B.GS., gave 
a most interesting lecture on the 
subject on which he is one of the 
leading authorities of the dsy— 
“Phe Natural History of China.” 

He said there undoubtedly re- 
mains 2 vast amount of work to 
be done before it can be said that 
even the vertebrates of Chins are 
all known, whilst s much greater 
time must elepse before the in- 
vertebrate fauna have been 
thoroughly explored. Nevorthe- 
less, it is atterly erroneous, 
not to say unfair to past workers 
in. this wide field of 
research, to sf. 43 bas 
been done recently, phot the na- 
tural bistory of Chios is practic- 
ally unknown. Incertain groups

DRAMA OF THE IRISH 
NEGOTIATIONS, 


The Inner Story of A 
Tense Struggle. 


Mr. A. P. Nicholson, Political 
Correspondent of. the Daily 
Chronicle, thus in the issue of that 
journal for the 7th. ult. describes 
the incidents leading up ‘to the 
signing of the Irish treaty, a 
facsimile of tha last page of 
which, with the signatures, we 
reproduce to-day:— 

The Cabinet met yesterday 
morning and approved the agree- 
ment which the British delegates 
have arrived at with the Sinn 
Feinera, and the Premier was 
heartily congratulated on his 
triumph. . 

The inner story of the Irish 
session which made history at 
Downing-streot in the smal! hours 
of Monday night and yesterday. 
morning has yet to be told. 

By 7 o'clock on Monday ever- 
ing both sides had found impos- 
sible to get an agreement. Tho 
Government and Sinn Fein were 
atas complete a deadlock as has 
been known during the course of 
the last three months of negotia- 
tion. 


At the Jast moment of a four |’ 


and a half hours’ sitting, and 
before the delegates separated a: 
the dinner hour, the Prime Min- 
ister made his fins! appeal. —- 

He made it clear that the draft 
before them was the Ixst conces- 
sion which British wovernment 
could make. The issue now waa 
the grim choice between accep- 
tanca or immediate war. : 

Mr. Lloyd George made his 
final appeal for peace and. settle- 
ment, and after anzious delibera- 
tions the Sinn Feiners assented to 
consider # corrected draft of the 
alternative proposals, and to re-. 
turn to Downing-street at 10 
p.m. for an eleventh-hour ‘meet- 
ing. : 
- The sands were running out. 
The Government were pledged to 
let Sic James Craig know the re- 
sult by to-day. 

They had a special train wait- 
ing at Euston, and a destroyer at 
Holyhead, but when 10 o'clock 
arrived they had-no message to 
send the Ulster Premier, untesa it 
had to be that settlement was 
hopelesa,.and all was over.

Thesa were the Ministers who 
first signed the agreement, tho 
others signing in the course of 
yesterday, An hour passed with 
no sign of the impanding visit.

KOWLOON TERRITORIES. 


We have previously bad occasion to refer to the China 
» Reciew, Itisa monthly magazine published by a company 
styling itself “The China Trade Bureau Tne.” of the 
Woolworth Building. New York. It ig very obviously pro- 
Canton and anti-Peking: pro-American and anti-British; 
but we should have no objection to its being so, if it stated 
facts truthfully and commented fairly. Unfortunately it 
doesn’t and we cannot help thinking it something of a pity 
that the people of America—for whom this magazine is 
PQblished—should be led to think that America is China's 
sole-vraygian angel and Hritaip one of the worst of China’s 
exploiters “ike all ought to have the courage to admit what 
we are out hereNor, and it is childish for the pot to call the 
kettle black. The*kettle could soeasily say the same thing. 
In the December issue of this enlightening Magazine 
is an article by Gardner L. Harding ta which be discusses 
the morality of the suggestion that all leased territories of 
China sbould be handed back to her. He discusses Shan- 
tung Srst and then he discusses Kowloon. This is what he 
says :—“ The lease arrangements of other concession hold- 
Ing. nations present various problems. One of the most 
interesting of them is the British leased territory of Kow- 
loon, the mainland opposite Hongkong. Kowloon was 
acquired by Great Britain in 1860, mainly for the purpose 
of providing for the strategic defence of the island of 
Hongkong, which Mr. Balfour very justly called at the Con- 
- ference, ‘the most important foreign possession in China.’ 
In the 1898 scramble a large strip of territory was added 
to the existing colony. and the new territory was leased at 
the year's fashionable term of 99 years. The 1860 part of 
the mainland was ceded outright, it must be remembered, 
and is part of Hongkong colony; of the total area of 300 
square miles occupied by. the three variously acquired 
territories, the last ucquisition is much the largest. Now 
it must be expected that the island where there has 
grown up the greatest portia the world is not a suitable 
dwelling for modesty. Hongkong has expanded twice: 
she is ready to do so again. It is reported on the 
beat of authority that Peking has been approached by the 
British several times recently with the aim of securing an 
addition to Kowloon which would bring the Union Jack 
within 15 or 20 miles of the city of Canton. With the 
present Canton government in power no such accession 
-conid. possibly be enforced without a most unpleasant 
situation all around. Certainly. the endeavour of the 
British banking interests headed by the Cassels. to control 
the finances and the industrial future of Kwangtuog pro- 
- vince has left an ugly taste throughout the south, 
especially the railway project, which would have diverted 
traffic on the Canton-Hankow railway, by a connection with 
the Kowloon railway to Hongkong rather than to Canton. 
That one quotation reflecls the general tenor of the 
“article and the magazine as a whole. China is the poor, 
helpless exploited country and all nations (excepting 
America) are busy inthe game. A very pretty picture, 
indeed. But in parts the magazine is given over to the 
discussion of financial and commercial questions, Mr. 
Cyril A. Tribe has a roussng article on the development of 
Chinese markets for Americans—helping American busi- 
-— ness enter Chinese markets—and ‘there could be much 
‘evidenee extracted from the copy before.us to prove that 
the publishers are much more interested in the-American 
commercial exploitation of China than they are anything 
-elee. Mr. William Hard writes: “Might it not pay the 
. . United States, and might it not pay China, and might it 
not pay the world if the United States would get outof this 
theoretically beautiful but apparently practically useless 
financial internationalism (the Consortium) and go into 
‘China with its own American financial resources and thers 
play its own American: financial hand without unfairness 
to: other nations but with a vigorous and prompt develop- 
tment of its own interests and of China’s interests !’. That

The S. African Strike. 


Whatever be the merits of the 
Isbour dispute at the South 
African gold-mines, it is well to 
learn that) the underground 
officials of the Union have un- 
enimously decided in favour of 
maintaining essential services at 
the mines, the references being, 
one surmises, chiefly to such 
matters as pumping. The under 
ground ‘officials, with their in- 
timate knowledge of ‘conditions 
in this respect, evidently realise 
the folly of incurring such ri-ke 
as flooding. When the coal strike 
occurred .at Home “during the 
summer the Mioera’ Federation 
wave the order for the withdrawal 
of such hagds. Labour men 
subsequently scknowledged that 
this action was directly inimical 
to the strikers’ interests, as it 
alienated public sympathy, tosay 
nothing of the whol sale injury 
to the workers and the com- 
manity generally that would have 
resulted from persistence in such 
acourse. The uowise move was 
cancelled in a day or tw, and 
even that brief period sufficed to 
give some indication of the per- 
comnent bevoc wrought by flood- 
ing.. Now that the parties in 
South Africa bave advanced as 
far as agreeing to an ail-round 
conference, we trust that another 
day or two will bring news of a 
settlement.

“In the creation of the Irish 
Free State,” he said, “we have 
laid a foundation on which may 
be bailt a naw world order. There 
is now ac opportunity of establish- 
ing a League of Free Nations 
auch as Goneral Smuts said would 
be necessary to secures the sup- 
portofSouth Africa in any 
association forthed for the 
maintenance of world peace. We 
cap begin by bringing Great 
Britain, the Colonies and Ireland 
into an associaion of Frae States. 
Inthe first place Ireland and 
Britain must agree on a method 
by which the international 
concerns of the two countri¢s— 
foraign affairs, trade, defence, and 
communications—may be deals 
with for their mutuel security 
and advancement. 

“In this reapect the problem of 
relations between Britain and 
Treland are essentially the same 
as between Britain and the other 
Free States, although the history 
of Ireland ss sn independent 
nation is entirely different from 
that of the Colonies, who have 
merely outgrown the tutelage of 
the Mother Country. As tfull- 
gtown children the Colonies aro 
testiva under the appearance of 
parental rest?aint, though willing 
to cc-oparate with the parant on 
an equal footing in regard to all 
family affairs. Ireland, as a 
separate nstion, would naturally 
be more restive nader any control 
of neighbouring nation, but 
would be equally willing to co- 
operate in free association on ail 
matters which were of common 
concern to the two nations living 
so closely together. The problem 
can only be solved by recognizing 
withoct limitation the complete 
independence of the several 
countries, and only on that basis 
can we all be associated together 
by ties of co-operation and friend- 
ship. The only association satis- 
factory to all concerned will be 
ona based no} on the present 
technical legal status of the Domi- 
cions, but on the real position 
which they claim, acd bave in 
fact secured. In the interests of 
allthe associated States, in the 
interests, above all, of England 
herself, it is’ essential that the
